The ceientist worked during the 
war at the radiation laboratory at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, which did some of the 
suner-seerct work on the atomic 
bomb. 

Never Named 

The committee never has nam- 
ed him, although he has figured 
repeatedly in its spy hearings. 
Last Monday it repeated in a pub- 
dashed document thit late one 
night in March, 1948, Scientist X 
gave a complicated formula to 
communist leader Steve Nelson. 

The committee said the Scien- 
xx case was a “positive case 
of Soviet espionage,”’ that it was 
one of three attempts of a com- 
munist cell in the radiation labora- 
tory to get information on atomic 
develoyrynent for the Soviet gov- 
ernment. 

The committee has called Nel- 
son an outright Red espionage 
| agent. Nelson now is a communist 
party organizer for western Penn- 
sylvania. 

Scientist X, the committee said, 
has denied in seeret session that 
he ever had known Nelson or Mrs. 
Nelson or that he ever had given 
any unauthorized person a for-

mula or otther secret information. | 


Direct Conflict 

“This,” the committee said, “is 
in direct conflict with informa- 
tion in the possession of the com- 
mittee.”

Says Bug Man 


Insect infestation is particular- 
ly severe this year in central Cal- | 
ifornia, according to Drs. A. E. | 
Michelbacher and W. W. Middle: | 
kauff, entcmologists in the Uni- 
versity of California in Berkeley. 

The coddling moth infestation 
of the Payne walnut in the Lin- 
den area has been the most seri- 
ous since the College of Agricul- 
ture started its investigations in | 
1942. | 

The walnuts have been protect- | 
ed from the insects, however, af- | 
ter the manager of tne local wal-| 
nut growers association, H. EF. 
Minahen, spread the warning of | 
the University specialists, and | 
recommended two instead of the 
usual single treatment with stan- 
dard lead arsenate. The univer- 
sity men also experimented with 
DDT treatments, and hope to have 
recommendations ready for the 
next season, 

Melons also have been hit by 
aphids, red spiders, leafhoppers 
and the diabrotica beetle. Michel- 
bacher and Middlekauff extensive- 
ly experimented to develcp a com- 
bination of insecticides to give 
satisfactory control for a]l major 
melon pests. ; 

But this year’s increase in in- 
sect popuiation was not all for 
the worse. Beneficial insects also 
multiplied, and in many cases 
played a very important part in 
keeping the pests in check.

Should unhappily such a 
conflict arise, then most assuredly 
the Western powers would want 
Germany in their camp. If she 
wete isolated and forced to play 
the lone wolf, fate might drive 
her into the Bolshevist camp.
